To the inhabitants of the Town of Mason in the County of 
Hillsborough in said State, qualified to vote nm Town 
Affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the town house in 
said Mason on Tuesday, the 12th day of March next, at 
ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
subjects: 

1. To choose all necessary town officers for the vear 
ensuing. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appro- 
priation of the same. 

3. To choose one or more trustees of the Boynton com- 
mon school fund. 

4. To choose one or more trustees of the Stearns com- 
mon school bequest. 

5. To choose one trustee of cemeteries. 

6. To choose one trustee of the Mason free library. 

7. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for library purposes. 

8. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for repairs of highways and bridges. 

9. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the care of cemeteries. 

10. To see if the town will vote to make anv discount 
on taxes if paid on or before the first Saturday in June, 
1918, or some later date. 

11. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for Memorial Day. 

12. To see if the town will vote to accept the provisions 
of the state law necessary to receive the benefit of state 
aid for permanent improvements of highways. 
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13. To see if the town will vote to diseentinue the road 
leading trom Fred Whitaker’s to Merriain corner and take 
the money appropriated to build the Saw Mill Hill bridge 
and appropriate the same to build a new road from the 
road from Greenville to Townsend by Merriam’s to the 
road from Greenville to Fitchburg on routes surveyed by 
Stanley IT. Abbot. 

14. To see if the town will accept sums of money from 
private persons for the improvement of highways. 

15. ‘To see if the town will raise and appropriate a sum 
of money to clear the brush from dangerous corners and 
instruct the selectmen to see that it is done in proper shape. 

16. To see if the town will vote to authorize the select- 
men to conter with property owners in regard to cutting 
brush on highways bordering on their property. 

17. To see if the town will vote to authorize the seleet- 
men to place automobile signs at dangerous corners and 
raise and appropriate a sum of money for that purpose. 

18. To see if the town will close up the highway from 
the corner between the town house and the parsonage, lead- 
ing southwesterly to the corner near Marv Child’s house, 
and instruct the selectmen to grade the common lving be- 
tween the town house, schoolhouse, Mary Child’s and 
James W. Wharft’s house, and raise and appropriate money 
for the same. | 

19, To see if the town will raise and appropriate a 
sum of money to celebrate the one hundred and fiftieth an- 
niversary of the town charter or take any action relating 
thereto. 

20, ‘To see if the town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate a sum of money for winter roads. 

21. To elect one delegate to the Constitutional Con- 
vention.
